A number of minor details of the agree- 
ment. which so far is merely a verbal one, 
will be arranged to-day at a conference be- 
tween the National representatives of the 
unions and Vice President E. P. Bryan of 
the Interborough Company. This confer- 
ence, it is understood, will be held at Mr. 
Bryan's office in the Park Row Building. 
A contract embodying the terms of the 
agreement will then be drawn up, which, 
according to officials of the company, will 
remain in force for three years. 

The conference yesterday was held at 
Mr. Belmont’s office in the Equitable Build- 
ing. The Interborough Company was rep- 
resented by Mr. Belmont, Vice President 
EX. P. Bryan, and Superintendent Frank 
Hedley. The employes were represented 
by Warren 8S. Stone, Charles Wilson, and 
W. D. Mahon, National heads of the Broth- 
erhoods of Engineers and Firemen and of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Hlectrio Railway Employes of America re- 
Bpectively. The three chiefs were accom- 
panied by all the local leaders of the three 
organizations and the Executive Commit- 
tees of the latter. All told twenty-nine per- 
fons took part in the conference. 


Company Ready for Strike. 


The meeting was of nearly five hours’ 
duration. Before going into the conference, 
the labor leaders had made arrangements to 
have the men belonging to their various or- 
ganizations leave work at a moment’s no- 
tice should the conference come to naught. 
And the company, while its chief officials 
were making a final effort for peace with 
the disgruntled labor leaders, was quietly 
transferring a little army of strike break- 
ers to the car barns at the One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street terminal, which, 
earlier in the day, had been fitted up with 
cots and cooking utensils and had been 
stocked with provisions for a long siege. 

Until just before the conference came 
to a close, it looked as though the city 
shortly would be in the throes of one of 
the biggest strikes in its history. Both sides 
had thoroughly marshaled their forces, and 
the only thing wanting to send the oppos- 
ing camps into action was the word that 
Was expected from the conference room— 
that final negotiations had failed. 

It was 2:45 o’clock when the meeting got 
under way. The first few minutes must 
have been spent very pleasantly for such 
a serious affair, for the mirth of the par- 
ticipants was audible in the éorridor 
beyond. This led to the belief that a peace 
agreement had been reached in a hurry, 
and that only the formalities remained to 
be gone through. But as the meeting 
Gragged on there was a change of opinion 
among those that waited outside. Among 
the latter were many labor men. They 
shook their heads gravely and insisted that 
this meant war. They became more firm 
in their opinion when three hours after the 
conference had begun, loud voices were 
heard from the room, and several persons 
spoke at once. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock a couple of labor 
representatives emerged from the room. 

‘It will be over in a few minutes,” said 
one of them, “ We have won and will get 
all we have been fighting for.”’

AIRSHIP MAKES GGOD SHOWING. 


Benbow’s New Dirigible Balloon Tested 
at World’s Fair. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 6.—A test of the airship 
invented by Prof. T. E. Benbow at the 
World's Fair aeronautic concourse this aft- 
ernoon was declared by experts present to 
be highly satisfactory urder the existing 
conditions. While Prof. Benbow did not 
qualify for the $100,000 contest, it is believed 
that he will be able to do so, as he proved 
that his balloon is dirigible and that his in- 
ability to sail back and forth over a given 
course to-day, was due to the incomplete 
state of his preparations. 

Not all of the motors which he proposes 
to use in sailing his machine were in place 
to-day. The amount of gas with which the 
balloon bag was filled was not adequate, 
and he was handicapped by having his bal- 
loon held by a rope 150 feet long. This pre- 
caution was taken because an unfavorable 
wind was blowing at the time of the test, 
and it being the first trial of the machine, 
it was feared the inventor would not be 
able to keep the balloon within bounds. 

After ascending to the height allowed by 
the rope the machine sailed 400 yards along 
the aeronautic concourse and partially ex- 
ecuted a turn back toward the starting 
point. The inadequate motors and the stiff 
breeze prevented the complete success of 
this evolution, and the “men who had 
hold of the restraining rope pulled the bal- 
loon back te earth. 


SEVEN DEAD IN WABASH WRECK 


Train Carried 500 Passengers for St. 
Louis—Thirty Injured. 


MOBERLY, Mo., Sept. 6.—The south- 
bound Wabash passenger train which ieft 
Des Moines for St. Louis at 6.40 A. M. was 
wrecked to-day near Pendleton, Mo., killing 
four passengers and injuring more than 
thirty others, 

The dead are J. E. Nichols of Macon, 
Mo.; Mrs. Henry Folcht, Huntington, 
Penn.; Mrs. C. H. Graves, La Plata, Mo.; 
Edna Patterson, La Plata, Mo:; Mrs. Hen- 
derson, La Plata, Mo.; Mrs. Anna Brenner, 
Macon, Mo., and Miss Hebler, daughter of 
A. F. Hebler, Macon, Mo, 

The train, which was composed of an en- 
gine, baggage and smoking care, day coach, 
diner, and Pullman sleeper, was well filled, 
it being estimated by Wabasi officials that 
there were about 500 persons or board. The 
train was running at its scheduled speed 
when the accident occurred. 

The day coach left the track and, break- 
ing loose from the baggage and smoking 
ears, plunged down an embankment, drag- 
ging the diner with it. The Pullman did 
not leave the track. 

The heavy dining car crashed on top 


the coach, and the majority of those killed 
and injured were passengers io the latter, 


FALL 85 FEET FROM BRIDGE. 


One Man Fatally Hurt—Another, Land- 
ing on Him, Escapes. 


OSSINING, Sept. 6.—Two men were in- 
jured, one fatally, by falling eighty-five 
feet from a new bridge near Ossining to- 
night. They were rushed down on a train 
of the New York and Putnam Railroad to 
the Fordham Hospital. 

The men fell off the bridge while carry- 
ing a beam across it. Andrew Bannack 
struck the ground first and received fatal 


injuries, but John Costello landed squarely 
on top of Bannack, and escaped with merc. 
ly a few cuts and bruises. 

The bridge is of the cantilever variety, 
and is being built by the American Bridg2 
Cc oe over a branch of the Croton 
River. It is nearly completed. 


NEW CRUISER’S ENGINES TRIED. 


The Chattanooga Will Be Put Into Com- 
mission This Month. 


The new sheathed cruiser Chattanooga 
began the dock trial of her engines just be- 
fore noon yesterday at the navy yard. Com- 
mander Alexander Sharp, Jr., who has been 
detailed to command her, and some of the 
other officers who are to be of her comple- 
ment were on board, preparing to put the 
vessel into commission later in the month. 

The Chattanooga is a sister ship to the 


Denver, which was put into commission in 
May, and is now in service at sea. The 
Chattanooga's contract was given to the 
Crescent Shipyards Company on Dec. 14, 
1899, and the vessel was to have been com- 
pleted on June 14, 1902. The time was ex- } 
tended to July 15. 1903. She is 292 feet in 
length, 44 feet beam, 15% feet draught, 3,500 
tons displacement, and is to have a speed 
of 16% knots.

AMUSEMENT CENTRE 


Quiet Upper West Side Threatened 
with a Rialto. 


LIEBLERS MAY BUILD THEATRE 


Thompson & Dundy Hold Option on Site 
for Winter Menagerie—Hammerstein 
Planning a Vaudeville House. ~ 


It looks as if the quiet of the upper west 
Side is to be rudely broken into by the 
building of several playhouses. The latest 
Step toward the transformation of that 
neighborhood into another Rialto is the 
probable purchase of a lot on Sherman 
Square, at Seventy-third Street, by Thomp- 
son & Dundy, proprietors of Luna Park, 
Coney Island. They have not yet positively 
announced it, but it is understood on good 
authority that they have an option on the 
big lot on the corner of Amsterdam Avenue 


and Seventy-third Street, just above where 
Broadway crosses the avenue. 

The land is now occupied by the United 
States Stables. If the deal is put through, 
as it probably will be soon, the lot will be- 
come the site of a sort of Winter menag- 
erie, with other amusement features. 

Some time ago Oscar Hammerstein an- 
nounced that he would probably put up a 
vaudeville house in the vicinity of Sherman 
Square. This, when it goes up, will prob- 
ably be run on the same plan as the Vic- 
toria, with a long bill of vaudeville special- 
ists and daily matinées. y 

But the most important of all the places 
of amusement likely to go up around Sher- 
man Square is the theatre planned by Lieb- 
ler & Co. This firm, one of the largest pro- 
ducers in New York, has never had any the- 
atre it could call its own. With many 
prominent stars under its management, the 
lack of a theatre has kept it from be- 
ing perfectly independent. A member of 
Liebler & Co, has control of a lot near Sher- 
man Square, fronting on Broadway. It is 
fully large enough for a playhouse of the 
modern variety, with fire escapes and a 
passage running all the way around. 

When Liebler & Co. get this new house up 
they will be ready to carry on their vent- 
ures On a much larger scale than hitherto. 
How soon this will be can not be known yet. 
The firm is not talking much about the 
project until it is ready to begin. 

Theatre builders heretofore have hesi- 
tated build above Times Square. The 
Maj c on the Grand Circle, at Fifty- 
ninth Street, was considered a risky propo- 
sition. Real estate people prophesied a 
failure. The Majestic has been a wonder- 
ful success. But hardly the wildest dream- 
ers ever thought of making quiet little 
Sherman Square an amusement centre up 
to a year ago. 

There is a big express station on the sub- 
way at Seventy-second Street, Broadway, 
and Amsterdam Avenue...This would make 
all nearby theatres easily accessible f 
nearly all parts of New York. 

A member of Liebler & Co. was ques- 
tioned yesterday about his firm's probable 
part in the transformation of Sherman 
Square. He intimated that there was 
“something doing,” but’ said he wasn’t 
ready to give out any details yet. Several 
months ago Liebler & Co. said they wefe 
to build far uptown, but didn’t tell the 


exact site. 


PRINCE TG WED IN BERLIN. 


Gerrtan Royal Marriage Likely to Take 
Place Early Next Year. 


BERLIN, Sept. 6.—The wedding of Crown 
Prince Frederick William and the Duchess 
Cecilia of Mecklenburg-Schwerin will take 
place in Berlin, where the visiting mem- 
bers of royal families can be entertained 
better than at the bride’s home. The mar- 
riage will probably take place early in the 
new year. 

One wing of the Royal Palace at Han- 
cover has been undergoing reconstruction 
for a year, and is now being refurnished 
and redecorated sumptuously. The Han- 
overians are convinced that the Prince 
after his marriage wijl be promoted and 
transfered from the First Garde de Corps 
to the Royal Uhlan Regiment stationed at 
Hanover, and that the palace there will be 
assigned to him as a residence. 


METHODISTS RAP LYNCHERS. 


Participants in Statesborough Affair 
Must Leave Church or Repent Publicly.

STATESBORQUGH, Ga, Sept. 6.—The

trust. 

At the same time, it was stated by the 
attorneys for the Washington banks, that 
in a letter to one of the banks a few days 
ago Waggaman said he was virtually bank- 
rupt and that bankruptcy proceedings 
should be had 10 settle his affairs.

FIND GIANT INDIANS’ BONES. 


Workmen on Harlem Road Unearth 
Relics of Teekus Tribe.

KATONAH, N. Y., Sept. 6.—While a gang 
of men in the employ of the New York and 
Harlem Railroad were taking sand from an 
immense mound near Purdy’s Station to- 
day to fill in an excavation, they unearthed 
several skeletons of unusual size. 

The bones are believed to be those of In- 
dians who once lived in this vicinity and be- 
longed to a tribe. that was led by the great 
Chief Teekus, from whom the Titicus Val- 
ley, now a part of the New York watershed, 
takes its name. Besides finding the bones, 
the workmen also exhumed a score or more 


of arrowheads, hatchets, and copper imple- 
ments. It is peliev ed that the large mound 
in which the relics were found was once the 
burying ground of the Teekus Indians. The 
last Indians were seen in the valley a short 
time after the Revolutionary War. 

The bones found to-day were brought to 
Katonah and will be reinterred in the locai 


cemetery. 


MOUNTED BROADWAY POLICE.

HOW THE “JAPANESE ARE THREATENING 


The progress of the retreating army has 
been slow owing to the necessity of first 
getting through the baggage and guns, 
but the h of the commissariat trains

The main Japanese army is marching 
up along the roads eastward of the Rus- 
sian lines of retreat, which converge at 
Mukden. 

Another Japanese force is also heading 
for Mukden from the westward, coming 
from the direction of the Liao River. 

Marshal Oyama seems to be making a 
race for Mukden. He evidently ‘has 
great superiority in numbers, especially 
in artillery. 

As this dispatch is filed the correspond- 
ent of The Associated Press can hear the 
booming of the Japanese cannon, which 
are in play fourteen miles from Mukden. 

The skies are black and the air is 
stifling with the sense of suffocation, 
which is felt here before a storm breaks 
—strange harmony between the elements 
and the menacing attitude of the con- 
tending armies. 


Denies Russians Are Demoralized. 


A Russian correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press supplies the following: 

“Our retreat is being carried out under 
heavy pressure and with the Japanese on 
our heels.. The task is additionally diffi- 
cult owing to the terrible condition of 
the roads, and the rivers, which are 
flooded. 

“The fighting has now sal almost 
continuous since Aug. 24, and how much 
longer it will last it is impossible to say, 
as the initiative is in the hands of the 
Japanese. 

“The number of lives sacrificed and 
the loss of supplies by burning, bridges 
being blown up, &c., can only be ex- 
plained when we once more have concen- 
trated, and this will occupy us for some 
dgys. 

“Do not be under any misapprehen¢ 
sion; we will live through these heavy 
days and still more alarming nights, for, 
despite recent failures, we have stead- 
fast faith in the future and the spirit of 
the troops is unimpaired. 

“There are numberiess stories of hero- 
ism, collective and individual, which it 
is impossible to relate by wire. 

“The Red Cross is working tirelessly, 
not only in aiding the wounded, but in 
establishing booths by the roadside and 
distributing food and tea to the sick, in- 
jured, and starving. 

“The Chinese population is in a state 
of ferment.” 


YEN-TAI, Monday, Sept. 5, (Delayed.) 
—There was heavy fighting northeast of 
this place to-day. 

The Japanese troops are now pressing 
northward along the ridges east of the 
railway, and several skirmishes have al- 
ready occurred within twenty miles to 
the southeast of Mukden. 


CANNOT ESTIMATE LOSSES. 


Oyama Unable to State Number of Jap- 
anese or Russian Casualties. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6.—An extended report 
from Field Marshal Oyama, the Japanese 
Commander in Chief in the field, was 
received in Tokio to-day and made public 
to-night. It is largely devoted to a re- 
view of the fighting between Aug. 24 
and Sept. 4. 

The report says that the exact number 
of Japanese losses since Aug. 25 is not 
known at present, but that the casualty 
lists are being compiled. 

The Field Marshal predicts that the 
losses will prove heavy. 

The report does not mention the num- 
ber of guns taken, but it is known that 
sixteen guns were captured at An-Ping 
and An-shan-Chan, and earlier reports 
mentioned the capture and use against 
the railroad station at Liao-Yang of cer- 
tain 10-centimetre Canet guns. 

Field Marshal Oyama says also that in 
spite of continuous attacks for ten days 
against an enemy occupying semi-perma- 
nent fortifications, and the heavy result- 
ant sacrifice, the spirit of devotion and 
determination of the Japanese troops is 
excellent. 

Gen. Kuropatkin, according to the re- 
port, continued to receive reinforcements 
until Aug. 13, and his final strength con- 
sisted of at least twelve full divisions. 

The losses sustained by the Russians 
are not known to the Japanese field 
force. 

Gen. Kuroki encountered desperate op- 
position in the battle on the heights to 
the west of Hei-ying-Tai, where he 
fought continuously and fiercely for four 
days before he succeeded in dislodging 
the Russians. 

It is manifest that the stubbornness of 
the Russian defense at Hei-ying-Tai 
saved the Russian line of retreat and 
averted an overwhelming disaster. 


APPALLED BY THE SLAUGHTER. 


French Writer Blames the Czar for the 
Butchery in Manchuria.

PARIS, Sept. 6.—The revolt of French 
feeling against the hideous slaughter in 
Manchuria is the most striking feature 
of public opinion at the present moment. 
It could hardly find more vivid and ac- 
curate expression than in some remarks 
of M. Cornély in the Siécle. He says: 

“The horror and reprobation with 
which every civilized man is inspired by 
the massacres in the Far Hast-are coun- 
terbalaneed by profound admiration for 
the two adversaries. The Japanese sol- 
diers show an ardor, animation, and con- 
tempt for death, in which we find those 
traits that made our own troops masters 
of the world. The Russians, on the other 
hand, have lost nene of that cool cour- 
age and extraordinary endurance which 
formerly succeeded in getting the better 
of our impetuosity. 

“ 'Phus we ought to. salute those who 
retire with the same respect as those 
who advance. : 

“It is heartrending to think how 
precious is the blood now being shed so 
prodigally. There is none more generous 
in human veins. There are none more 
brave than those who are exterminating 
each other in the Far East, or rather, 
who have been obliged to do so in an 
excess of criminal insanity. 

“Our friendship for Russia forbids us 
to think of mediation, which she has 
refused in advance, but every one wi

It was felt that it was in that 
direction the move which would decide the 
engagement would come, and this predic- 
tion was fulfilled. It was Kuroki’s flank. 
ing movement which decided the battle 
in favor of the Japanese, and which forced 
the hurried retreat northward of Kuropat- 
kin and the abandonment of Liao-Yang. 

Now attention is directed toward «nother 
river, the Hun-Ho, one of the tributarics 
of the Liao River. It is now definitely 
stated in a dispatch from Mukden that 
while Kuroki was executing his flanking 
movement on the east, another force, the 
size and constitution of which are un- 
known, was moving up the valley of the 
Hun-Ho on the west. This army may con- 
sist of the Formosa division brought up 
from Yin-Kow, the port of Niu-Chwang,

or it may be @ force sent north from the 
army under Gen, Nogi which is besieging 
Port Arthur. The Russians swallewed the 
recent reports that Oyama’s army had been 
weakened in order to send reinforcements 
to Nogi, but all the indications are that 


just the reverse was the case. 
In any event, a force advancing along 


the Hun Valley would be able to strike 
a crushing blow at the retreating Rus- 
sians. The Tai-Tse runs from east to west 
into the Hun, and the whole system of 
rivers in that region is navigable by the 
light river. boats which the Japanese spe- 
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RUSSIAN, PRESS PESSIMISTIC. 


The Russ Finally Throws Over the 
“Luring Them On” Theory. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—While in- 
sisting that Field Marshal Oyama missed 
his main object at Liao-Yang, most of the 
Russian papers do not disguise their pro- 
found disappointment over the result of the 
battle there. The Russ says: 

“The fact that“Kuropatkin was compelled 
to leave Liao-Yang has not only military 
but political significance. It is no use con- 
cealing the fact that the evacuation. of 
Liao-Yang .was.a surprise for the Rus- 
sians. BEverybody was led to believe that 
the hour had arrived for a decisive strug- 
gle. It was thus we interpreted Kuropat- 
kin’s telegram saying the men were thirst- 
ing for an opportunity to meet the foe. 

“The dashing of our hopes means a pro- 
longation of the campaign. The moment 
for taking the offensive is now indefinitely 


postponed. This will inevitably influence 
the fate of Port Arthur, and the further 


developments of the Japanese operations. 

“The evacuation of Liao-Yang will also 
have an effect upon China, which already 
is in a state of nervous tension under the 
influence of Japanese agitation. The Japa- 
nese, of course, will do their best to restore 
Mukden to China, and China must foot the 
bill. 

‘“*We cannot deceive ourselves any longer 
with the idea that by retreating into the 
heart of Manchuria we are gaining time and 
adding to our forces, whereas the Japanese 
are lengthening their line of communica- 
tions and therefore losing strength. 

“Our ideas of the military strength of 
Japan were far from correct. It is now 
known that they can increase their forces 
as well as we can. V/e fully believe in our 
ultimate success, but it is idle to blink at 
facts. We shall have to make heavy sacri- 
fices in order to protect the vital interests 
of the empire.” 

The Russky Invalid, organ of the army, 
however, is of the opinion that Gen. Kuro- 
patkin, both strategically and technically, 
got everything possible out of Liao-Yang, 
saying: 

“It enabled him to cope with an army 
very much superior to his. Field Marshal 
Oyama was compelled to waste several tens 
of thousands of men to capture a position 
which is of no importance now that Kuro- 
patkin has left. 

“Tt is evident that Oyama’s plans mis- 
carried, as he failed to surround and inflict 
a decisive blow on the Russian Army.” 


PANIC AFTER RETREAT ORDER. 


Discipline Vanished at Liao-Yang— 
Cossacks Seize Wine at Station. 


PARIS, Sept. 6.—-A dispatch to The Temps, 
dated Sept. 3 and delayed, graphically de- 


Yang when it became known that the town 
was to be abandoned. The correspondent 
says: 

“A crowd of people rushed toward the 
depot. I was standing in the refreshment 
room of the station when three Japanese 
shells burst in succession about 150 feet 
away. Many persons were killed and a Sis- 
ter of Charity was wounded. 

“The people were terrified and fled, leav- 
ing their baggage, whereupon the Chinese 
plundered the trunks and valises and the 
Cossacks grabbed the stock of champagne 
in the refreshment room.

I left at 2 o'clock for 
Yen-Tai, where a battle with Gen. Ku- 


roki had already begun. 

“A Russian officer who held back the 
first Japanese assault on Liao-Yang told 
me that he never saw such fury. The Jap- 
anese hurled themselves in masses against 
the barbed wire defenses and fell into trap 
ditches, but they continued their steady 
advance. 

“At Yen-Tai Gen. Kuropatkin has the

PRAISE FOR KUROPATKIN. 


London Paper Says He Has Probably. 
Saved a Great Part of His Army. 
LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 7.—English 

opinion regarding the situation in the Far 

Bast is not much influenced by Gen. Kuro- 

patkin’s reassuring dispatches. 

For some time it had been held here that 
the Japanese efforts to envelop the Rus- 
sian force had failed, and St. Petersburg’s 
jubilant relief over that failure is scarcely 
noticed in the continued and rather critical 
desire to know the degree of disintegration 
in which it is assumed here that Kuropat- 
kin’s army must reach Mukden, 

Almost all the difficulties of the retreat 
reported in the latest Russian dispatches 
were foreseen by the English military ob- 
servers, and, indeed, the Russian confi- 
dence, following so closely the period of 


what was regarded here as exaggerated de- 
pression, combined with complete Japanese 
silence regarding the pursuit, leads The 
Daily Graphic to believe that the Japanese 
Generals ‘“‘ have not yet given up all hopes 
of inflicting a crushing blow on the Rus- 
sian main army.’ 

The Daily Mail’s Mukden correspondent, 
writing under date of Sept. 5, appears 
impartially to sum up the situation, say- 
ing that the “relative positions of the op- 
posing forces are just the same as ever. 
The enemy is advancing from the south 
and threatening the Russians at the same 
time from the east, but the decisive battle 
is still to come.’” 


English Excitement Grows. 


From the English point of view the ex- 
citement grows rather than diminishes, and 
whether the Japanese are fast enough and 
strong enough to develop the running fight 
into a great battle with a definite result is 
a question still asked on all sides. The Rus- 
sian official dispatches themselves dispose 
of the apprehension hitherto expressed by 
several English critics that the Japanese 
would be so exhausted by their long fight- 
ing, or that their ammunition would be- 
come so depleted that they would be unable 
to carry on the pursuit. 

The Standard, which comments upon what 
it terms St. Petersburg’s ‘attack of 
nerves’’ and its not altogether surprising 
readiness to believe anything, however dis- 
astrous, thinks that if the Russians can 
get to Harbin there will be a long pause in 
the war: Whether Kuropatkin can get to 
Harbin is, says The Standard, ‘a hypoth- 
esis which must not be put forward too con- 
fidently until we see what the next day or 
two may bring forth.”’ 

The same paper has no doubt that the 
Japanese will follow their enemy to Harbin, 
as they did to Liao-Yang, but it does not 
think that the pursult can be carried out as 
far as Harbin until after the Winter season. 


Kuropatkin’s Masterly Retreat. 


“Kurcpatkin has won the race,’ says 
The Daily Telegraph, ‘“‘and saved the 
greater part of his army by one of the 
masterly retreats of military history. Few 
things in the record of war have been 
finer than the energy and determination 
with which the Czar’s Commander in Chief 
prevented the victors from converting a 
defeat inito a catastrophe, and the result 
will have the most far-reaching influence 
upon the whole future of the war. Com- 
bined with the stolid staying powers of 
Ivan Ivanovitch, the tactics which saved 
the situation after Liao-Yang and again at 
Yen-Ti, saved it once more at the Hun 
River, and protected the crossing of the 
bulk of the forces.”’ 

At what cost this was accomplished and 
whether the Japanese have yet been 
“wholly thwarted of their prey,” The 
Daily Telegraph says will not be known for 
some days, but, assuming that Kuropatkin 
had 190,000 men at Liao-Yang, the paper 
says he will be ‘“‘ comparatively fortunate 
if he leads 120,000 men to Tie-Ling or to 
Mukéden, and that number will be sufficient 
to save the prospects for the immediate 
future.”’ 

Though Kuropatkin’s resource meets with 
such praise, The Daily Telegraph adds: 

“The Japanese triumph from every point 
of view is one of the most extraordinary 
feats of arms ever performed by any peo- 
ple, and vindicates the claim of the Japan- 
ese to be regarded as a great power, treat~- 
ing on fn ahah the foremost ‘of 
Western States a

cially imported for such work. Gunboats 
on the Hun can advance to within three 
miles of Mukden. 

When the Japanese occupied Yin-Kow the 
importance of that port as a base was 
pointed out, and it now looks as though the 
Japanese had made use of the advantages 
it offers even more quickly than it was 
expected that they would do. 

But they have still another means of 
cutting off the retreating Russians—the 
Chinese railway which ryns from Kin- 
Chow to Sing-min-Tung, a few miles west of 
Mukden. ‘There have been various reports 
that the Japanese were using this railway 
with the consent of China, and supposing 
that troops have been carried by it, Mukden 
can be commanded from so many directions 
that it seems impossible that the attempt 
to cut the Russian line will fail. 

The river operations would also provide 
an easy means of supplying food to the 
Japanese armies. Instead of Oyama’s line 
of communications being extended, as the 
St. Petersburg dispatches say, by every 
mile his army advances the Japanese are 
in all probability moving to a point where 
ey Oe can be supplied with great ease. —

Novoe Vremya Prints It, but Recalls Pa- 
pers—Attack Expected To-day. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—The Novoe 
Vremya this morning got out an early edi- 
tion announcing the fall of Port Arthur, 
but it was recalled before the paper 
reached the streets. Such a report is cur- 
rent, but it seems to have no basis in fact. 


CHE-FOO, Sept. 6 (10:15 P. M.)—Firing 
at Port Arthur was heard here to-night. 

Two Chinese interpreters belonging to 
the official household of Lieut. Gen. Stoes- 
sel, commander of the military forces at 
Port Arthur, have been caught spying at 
Shu-shi-Yen and Palung-Shan. They were 
executed by the Japanese. 

Chinese who arrived here to-day from 
Port Arthur declare that the Russian gar- 
rison ag oes a general land and sea attack 
Sept. 

On Sept. 2 and 3 the Japanese bombarded 
the fortifications severely and two Rus- 
sian guns on a fort near Rihlung-Shan 
were dismounted. 

The recent entrance into Port Arthur of 
a large steamship carrying provisions, 
chiefly flour, has resulted in the reduction 
of the price of flour from $5 to $2 a bag. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 7.The Baily 
Chronicle's correspondent at Che-Foo, tele- 
graphing yesterday, says that 10,000 Japa- 
nege sick or wounded are at Dalny, that 
over half of them are suffering from beri- 
beri, and that they succumb rapidly. 


VOLUNTEER RAIDERS LOCATED. 


British Cruiser Communicates Russian 
Government’s Order to Them. 


ZANZIBAR, Sept. 6.—The British cruiser 
Forte early this morning found the Rus- 
sian :-volunteer fleet steamers Petersburg 
and Smolensk within the three-mile limit 
and communicated to them the orders of 
the Russian Government to desist from in- 
terference with neutral shipping. 

The commanders of the Russian vessels 
said they would forthwith proceed to Eu- 
rope. 

A report was brought in yesterday by the 
German steamer Kronprinz that the Peters- 
burg and Smolensk were coaling in terri- 
torial waters. The Forte immediately pro- 
ceedgd to search for them, and eventually 
found the Russian vessels. They were not 
coaling, but after the orders of the Rus- 
sian Government had been delivered to 
them the Smolensk and Petersburg joined 
a German collier and proceeded to Dar-es- 
Salaam, (on the African coast, twenty-five 
miles south of Zanzibar.) 

The Forte returned here this afternoon. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—It is under- 
stood that Russia is trying to negotiate for 
the purchase of the British steamer Cale 
chas, captured by the Viadivostok squadron 
while on her way from Puget Sound to 
Japan, which is still at Vladivostok. 

No intimation was given to the British 
Embassy by the Foreign Office to-day that 
the reply of Russia to the British note on 
the subject of food as contraband of war 
would be delivered to-morrow. Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff will see the Emperor to- 


morrow, as is customary, and it is possibie 
that he will receive imperial authority to 
override the objections of the Admuralty 
authorities, 


WARSHIPS APPROACH SAKHALIN. 


Japanese Launches Sent Toward the 
Sunken Cruiser Novik. 6 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6—The Em- 
peror has received the following dispatch 
from Lieut. Gen. Liapounoff, Military Gov- 
ernor of the Island of Sakhalin, dated 
Sept. 6: 

“Two of the enemy's warships this even- 
ing approached Korsakovsk, \Sakhalin.) 
They stopped four miles from shore and 
sent launches toward the sunken cruiser 
Novik.

pany considers a distinct gain, inasmuch as 
it gives us assurance that we will be able 
to operate the subway without the danger 
of a strike.

The 
representatives of the men. argued that if 
We employed inen at $3 a day in th tunnel 
and anything happened, it would be thrown 
back at us that we employed cheap labor. 
We do not want that said. 

“The company neither loses nor gains io 
the matter of time. The men give an extra 
hour and we pay them for it. On the salary 
proposition we figure that our loss will be 
about 20 cents a day for 150 men.” 

Mr. Belmont remained closeted with Mr. 
Bryan and Superintendent Hedley for a 
short while after the conference.

Union Leaders Well Pleased. 


While most of the labor representatives 
claimed that they had won a victory and 
professed great satisfacticn at the outcome 
there was some slight dissent among the 
rank and file.’

THE YELLOW. PERIL BOGEY. 


Continent’s Apprehension Not Shared by 
The London Times.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—The Times, in an 
editorial article on the future of the Far 
East, discusses the question whether the 
triumph of the Japanese in the pending 
war will turn the “yellow peril” that 
has been talked about so much into a 
reality. 

It starts with the proposition that the 
total overthrow of Russian power and 
influence in Manchuria, Korea, and China 
is not improbable, and asks what in 
twenty or fifty years will be the result, 
particularly for Europe and America. 

An idea gains strength on the Conti- 
nent, it says, that an awakening in China 
will take place like the awakening in 
Japan, and that in a generation or two 
hence Europe will stand face to face 
with a yellow confederacy able to put 
into the field five or six millions of men 
as brave and well disciplined as those 
now fighting under the Japanese colors; 
but The Times doubts that there will be 
such a development in the Far East 
because it doubts whether the Chinese 
character will lend itself to such a trans- 
formation as would be necessary in order 
to make this development possible. 

It says that the large majority of 
skilled observers, men who know China 
best, are utterly sceptical upon this point, 
failing to see among the Chinese any 
sign of a spirit that would regenerate 
the country by assimilating and adapt- 
ing the wisdom of other nations and 
using it honestly in the service of the 


state. 


JAPAN EXPECTS ! SAL LONG WAR. 


Arranging for Three , Years’ Campaign— 
Will Make No Peace Overtures. 


. PARIS, Sept. 6.—An official of the Japan- 
ess Legation, in the course of an interview 
to-day, said he expected that the battle de- 
ciding the future of Manchuria would occur 
at Harbin, as Gen. Kuropatkin’s flight had 
been too hurried to permit him to intrench 
at Mukden. 

Owing to the distance of Harbin from 
Mukden and the apprvach of Winter, the 
battle, .the official added, probably would 
not occur before Spring. In the mean- 
time, if Russia desired peace she would be 
able to opea negotiations, but the Japa- 
nese Government wevld never make the 
first propositions for peace. 

The reported Japanese peace terms were 
mere individual speculation, it was added, 
as Japanese Government circles were not 
considering peace. They were calculating 
that the war would last three years and 
were making preparations accordingly, 
leaving Russia to make the first overtures 
for peace. 

The Temps quotes an ‘eminent Rus- 
sian,’”’ which is understood to mean the 
Russian Embassy here, as follows: 

“ Russia will never make the first propo- 
sition for peace, Furthermore, she will en- 
tertain no proposition for intervention, even 
if it comes from the powers having the 
greatest sympathy for her, and which she 
considers her friends. This is the unalter- 


able determination of our Emperor and 
Government.”

@gainst Gen. Bell and the Brown Army, 
which holds Thoroughfare Gap, the strong- 
est startegic point in an operation against 
the capital. The intermittent rattle of 
musketry showed that the outposts of the 
oppesing armies had come in conflict. # 

As the dawn came and the day wore on 
the- roar of the opposing heavy artillery 
resounded from the hills, vast clouds of 
red Virginia dust arose from the trail of 
cava!ry galloping to reinforce threatened 
positions, and wide cornfields trembled and 
fell to earth before the advance of thou- 
gands of Brown and Blue infantry. At 3 
o’clock this after.oon a yellow smoke bomb 
ascended high into the air from the hill 
which commands Gen. Corbin’s headquar- 
ters, and the boom of a cannon ealled at- 
tention to the signal that hostilities were 


to -+be suspended for the day. 

Gen. Grant had failed to dislodge Gen. 
Bell from his position based on Thorough- 
fare Gap. The Brown line of battle was 
mot broken by the repeated attacks of the 
Biues, although Gen. Bell was obliged to 
hurry all his reserve troops to his left 
flank, which rested on Snow Hill, and 
which-was the object of a strong and con- 
certed outflanking movement by two bri- 
gades of the Blue Army. 

To-night the Brown army maintains 2 
strong defensive line extending from Buck- 
land, on the southern edge of the manoeu- 
vre field, northeast to Haymarket, on 
Thoroughfare Pike, and thence north to 
Snow Hill, on the northern edge of the 
rectangular field operations. Along this 
line the Brown front will bivouac to-night 
on the field, and the Blue forces, beginning 
at midnight, will make another and final 
attempt to dislodge Gen. Bell. 


OBJECT OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


The experimental war is being carried 
on chiefly to settle the question of the vul- 
nerability of the capital, toward the solution 
of which problem the Confederate General, 
Early, contributed some valuable data in 
1864. Just_south of the sleepy town of 
Manassas is the Bull Run range of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, through which there 
is but one break, Thoroughfare Gap. 

Once through this opening, an advancing 
a@rmy has no natural obstacle to overcome 
before it reaches the capital, which was 
very clearly shown when the Confederate 
General made his bold dash through the 
Gap in the beautiful Blue Hills and descend- 
ed upon Washington. The manoeuvres will 
show as practically as possible without bul- 
lets the opportunities of two hostile armies 
operating between the capital and the Gap, 
@hd the military possibilities of the’ ter‘i- 
tory. 

Gen. Bell, whose merits have won him 
quick promotion in the army, and who has 
the reputation of having been under fire 
more times than any other officer in the 
service, was frankly pleased when toward 
noon hb realized that his disposition of his 
13,000 men had rendered his line 
impregnable. He had just ridden up to 
Stone House, a little north of Little Bull 
Run Creek, having hurried reinforcements 
thither to support his threatened left, and 
there met the. foreign attaches, who were 
out to,watch the evolutions of the rival 
forces. 

Phere are three roads from Sudley 
Springs, which figured largely in the first 
and second battles of Bull Run and which 
are on the northern edge of the manoeuvre 
field. and all these roads lead into Gen. 
Bell’s territory. So thorough were the 
Brown commander’s precautions that at 2 
o'clock this morning, two hours after the 
declaration of war, all three roads, includ- 
ing pngrinnd Lane, five and a half miles 
from the Brown camp at Thoroughfare, 
were octupied by Brown outposts. 

They naturaily were obliged to fall back 
before the advance of a superior force of 
Blues, but they were able to supply Gen. 
Bell with information that adequately indi- 
cated Gen. Grant’s purpose. 


THE BROWNS’ POSITION. 


The Brown left was composed of the 
Fourth Brigade under the command of 
Col. F. A. Smith of the Eighth Regular 
Infantry, which has segn service in the 
Philippines and which is now stationed at 


Governors Island. Col. Smith’s brigade in- 
cluded five companies of his own regiment, 
one battalion of Delaware infantry, two 
battalions of West Virginia infantry, the 
Second South Carolina and the Second 
Vermont. The West .Virginians held the 
extreme end of the lihe and they were pro- 
tected by six guns of the Third Battery of 
the regular artillery and one Connecticut 
battery with a machine gun. 

The Third Battery, with two of the guns 
and a small force of cavalry, before it 
teok up its defensive position made an ad- 
Vanree castward from Stone House toward 
Catnarpin Road, but was compelled to 
retreat when two Blue regiments of in- 
fantry_and a battery appeared, advancing 
from Ludley. The four remaining guns

It now became evident that the ¢entre of 
activities for the time being was to be be- 
tween Little Bull Run Creek and Snow Hill 
between which points Col. Smith’s Brown 
brigade was intrenched. Next to Col. 
Smith in the Brown line was Col. Regan, 
from Little Bull Run to Thoroughfare 
Pike, and Gen. Barry’s brigade, in which 
is the Twelfth of New York, occupied the 
territory thence to_Buckland, completing 
the. front. The First Brigade of the 
Browns, under Gen. J. M. Lee, was held 
in reserve in the rear. 

Gen. Theodore J. Wint was in command of 

the Blue right brigade, which led in the 
attack on the Brown left. At about 10 
o'clock the Seventy-fourth New York In- ; 
fantry, from up the State, and/pne company 
of the regulars advanced from their caver 
of woods and opened fire.. In the meantime, 
however, Gen. Bell had strengthened Col. 
Smith's position by sending the Second 
Texas from the reserve to reinforce the 
right, and the Texas had occupied so vom- ! 
manding a position, and their fire was so j 
theoretically deadiy that the Blues were 
in a technical hole. 
When the Eighth regulars began to do 
business the umpires ordered the Blues to 
fall back. Their loss was figured out to be 
pera cent. of their men. 

n. Bell's reinforcements had come up 
so rapidly to the assistance of his left thar 
the lue Army deemed further assault 
against that portion of the Browns inad- 
visabie.

PRICE’S MEN WIPED OUT. 


From the umpire’s point of view, of course, 
the Blues were wiped off the field, on 
account of the position taken by the Brown 
battery. Col. Price’s idea in making his 
assault so late in the day was to establish 
a good position for the continuation of the 


fight to-morrow. 

Just as the cannon were booming out an- 
nihilation to the Blues and while the Blues 
were endeavoring to hold their sition by 
rapid and desperate volleys, the smoke 
bomb was sent up from headquarters and 
the fight was over. . 

In the final tussle around the. Belicher 
farm the Brown regiments engaged were 
the Second New York, the Second Maine, 
which came to reinforce, and the Second 
Vermont, which earlier had held the right 
of Col. Smith's brigade. A portion of the 
Twelfth New York, which was held in re- 
serve by Gen. Barry along Thoroughfare 
Pike, was sent to assist, and that is all the 
fighting the Twelfth saw to-day. The New 
Yorkers were tired, dirty, and dusty from 
their march, but were all enthusiasm. 

Col. Price’s attacking force consisted of 
six companies of the Sixteenth Regulars, 
the First Alabama Infantry, the First 
Maine Infantry, the First Texas, and the 
Seventh Virginia. 

So thoroughly had the reconnoitring work 
of the past few — = been done that the 
long infantry marches and the rapid ad- 
vances were accomplished in the darkness 
without difficulty. When dawn came, four 
companies of the famous Ninth Infantry 
were in force on the high hill opposite 
Gen. Corbin’s headquarters. Six guns of 
the Third and Fourth Cavalry were maskta@ 
on the brow of the hill. 


SEVENTH TAKES PRISONERS. 


Many captures were made to-day in which 
the Seventh Cavalry, (regular,) under Gen. 
Bell, bore off the honors. They took both 
the regimental and National colors from the 
Fifth Massachusetts and also captured a 
member of Gen. Grant’s staff, an officer of 
the Connecticut National Guard. They took 
also part of the Twenty-third (regular) 
Battery. The capture of Gen. Wint himself 
was reported, but the umpires have ren- 
dered no official decision to that effect. The 
honor of the capture is attributed to Lieut. 
Rhea of the Seventh Cavalry. 

The Seventh came into outpost contact 
with the crack Fifteenth regulars in the 
Blue army. There is considerable rivalry 
between the organizations, and a fist con- 
flict was barely avoided. Three members of 
Brooklyn’s Troop C ef this morning 
were taken by & company of the Seventh. 

Lieut. Cornelius Vanderbilt was reported 
sick in his tent last night and as unable to 
take the field to-day. This is.not confirmed 
at the headquarters of his brigade. 


MAKES A HIT IN GEORGIA, 


Applause for Soldier Who Wouldn't 
Salute Negro Officer.

DEBS ATTACKS CLEVELAND. 


Calls Pullman Strike Article a “ Tissue 
of Misstatements.” 


The Social Democratic Party opened its 
National campaign in Carnegie Hall last 
night. Every seat on the floor of the house 
was filled and each of the four balconies 
was crowded to overflowing with men and 
women who wanted to see and hear Eu- 
gene V. Debs, the Socialists’ candidate for 
President of the United States. ‘Hundreds 
were unable to gain admitfance to the hall 
and were entertained outside by spell- 
binders who talked from the tailend of a 
wagon. 

Debs, who was the principal speaker of 
the evening, divided his address into two 
parts. The first part was a reply to the 
recently published letter of ex-President 
Cleveland, wherein Mr. Cleveland attacked 
the American Railway Union, of which 
Debs was the leader, for its course during 
the great Pullman strike in Chicago in 
1894. The other part of his address was de- 
voted to a discussion of the présent cam- 
paign. 

One of his statements was: 

“The article of ex-President Cleveland is 
made up of a tissue of misstatements and 
perversions of facts, and every conclusion 
that he arrives at is in violation of the plain 
fact of history. 

Debs declared that the record of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was one of ‘‘ implacable hos- 
tility to the workingman® and, he added, 
“I challenge contradiction of this state- 
ment.” 

In closing Debs touched upon the threat- 
ened strike of the -elevated railroad em- 
ployes, and said: 

**T hear that some concessions have been 
made by the Interborough Company. If 
this is so, the concession has been made 
merely to tide the men over till after elec-

Police Lax in Enforcing Board of Edu- 
cation Regulations.. 

The Truancy Department of the Board 

of Education is in difficulties with the 


police over the enforcement of the law 
which requires that all newsboys between 


; ten and fourteen years of age shall wear 


badges issued by the department During 


} the past Summer the regular truant offi- 


cers have been keeping order at the recrea- 


; tion centres and devoting only two evenings 


a week to chasing delinquent ‘“ newsies.”’ 
This placed the enforcement of the law al- 
most entifely in the hands of the police. 
The police have been so lax in the matter, 
it is said, in spite of the interest of Police 
Zommissioner McAdoo ‘and the Captains, 
that many of the newsboys have laid aside 
their badges altogether or have been let- 
ting them out to smaller boys for 5 and 10 
cents a day. The little boys have gone 
back\to playing picture cards on the side- 
woninahe forerunner of “ craps,” and young 
boys and girls have appeared on the streets 
after 10 o’clock in the evening with papers. 
A truant officer who recently examined 
fifty boys under fourteen years of age 
found only one badge among them, and that 


was inside a trouser band. A large and 
brawny Police Sergeant of the east side 
gave one explanation of the laxity of his 
colleagues when taken to task by a District 
Supe ntendent of Schools. 

“Ar,’’ he exclaimed, “ wot d’ye t'ink av 
me pullin’ in a kid thot ain’t t’ree feet 
high De whole station w’u'd be a laughin’ 
at me!”

A sensational race was that between Scott 
Leary of the Pacific Coast and Zoltan Holo- 
may, the Hungarian, in the fifty-yard swim, 
which furnished the best sport of the tour- 
nament thus far. The two were off like a 
team and kept the pace the full distance, 
finishing in a dead heat. The judges or- 
dered the race swum over, and Holomay 
showed greater endurance than Leary, 
swimming the second heat in three-fifths of 
a second better time than the first, and 
winning by two strokes. Daniels finished 
third in this event. 

R. E. Beach of the Chicago Athletic Club 
won the one-mile handicap easily from H. 
B. Warren of the New York Athletic Club, 
with Jamison Handy of the Chicago Young 
Men’s Christian Association swimming from 
scratch, third.

LOVE FEAST IN KINGS COUNTY 


Wrangie Starts When Farrell Inquires of 
McCarren Whether He Is “ Out- 
side the Breastworks.” 


‘The meeting of the Kings County Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee, held last night 
in. the Jéfferson Building, on Court Square, 
Was enlivened with a show of feeling on. the 
part of the district leaders opposed to the 
leadership of Senator McCarren. The meet- 
ing was called to fix a date for the holding 
of the Assembly District Conventions to 
elect delegates to the State Convention. 
This matter was quickly settled, it being de- 
cided to hold the conventions next Friday 
night. The dates for the conventions for the 
nomination of candidates for Congress, the 
State Senate, and Assembly had already 
beén fixed as Oct. 3, 4, and 5, respectively. 

Then Deputy Water Commissioner Thom- 
as R. Farrell, leader of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, who is backed by James Shevtin, 
arose and demanded to know from the 
Chairman, Senator McCarren,. just where 
he stood in the organization. Farrell de- 
clared that his wishes with regard to the 
Selection of places for holding the pri- 
maries had been cntirely ignored by Mc- 
Carren, and that the latter had arbitrarily 
removed election officials in the district 
chosen by him. 

“TI would like to know,” continued Mr. 
Farrell, “ whether I azd the other leaders 
Who have like cause tor complaint are to 
be’ allowed «to -un the campsign in our 
Own districts or be permitted to take any 
part in the effort to elect our party's can- 
Gidates for Prusident and Vice President.” 

Mr. Farrell. waxed rather warm as he 
talked, but Senator McCarren preserved his 
usual coolness. ln reply he calmly assured 
Mr. Farrell that each of the leaders would

be allowed entire freedom in the manage- ; 


ment of the campaign in his own district. | 


He then spoke of what he considered the 
essential features of a political organiza- 
tion to be, one of which was absolute loy- 
alty on the part of every member to the 
will of the majority. To this was largely 
due the success of Tammany as an organi- 
zation. Leaders of that organization who 
had seen fit to set themselves up against 
the rule of the majority had been thrown 
out.

ousted by Tammany.

Ex-Secretary Visits Judge Parker— 
Cleveland Not Likely to Speak.

ROSEMOUNT, Esopus, N. Y¥., Sept. 6.— 
Richard Olney, Secretary of State under 
Grover Cleveland from 1895 to 1897; Gén. 
Nelson A. Miles, John R. McLean, the 
Ohio Democratic leader, and Judge Daniel 
McConville’ were visitors to Rosemount to- 
day. All of them came to discuss the situ- 
ation with the candidate, and all but one 
Gceparted voicing his praises and expressing 
confidence in the election result. 

Mr. Olney was a notable exception. When 
he left he was not in a loquacious frame of 
mind. At the station the reporters ap- 
proached him. “I am not Mr. Olney,” he 
said, ‘‘and I have nothing to say.” 

A more tractable personage who accom- 
panied him said the ex-Secretary intends 
to make stump speeches in the Bay State in 
October and has promised Judge Parkeg 
to do his best in support of the ticket. 

Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles called at 3 
o'clock. He*was driven to Rosemount froin 
the station with Mr. McLean and Judge 
McConville, who is Chairman of the Speak- 
ers” Bureau of the Democratic National 
Committee. Gen. Miles had advice and sug- 
gestions to offer the nominee, but both 
parties to the conference declined to say 
what they were. 

“T am not a campaigner,” declared the 
General, “ but I shall watch this canvass 
with the greatest interest and with every 
ecnfidence that the people of the country 
will not fail to appreciate the standard 
bearer of the Democracy and the sound 
principles he typifies." 

Judge McConville went over with Judge 
Parker the plans he has made for stifmp 
speaking during the campaign.

Will Leave Selection for Governor 
to the Convention Leaders. 


ODELL SAYS HE WON’T RUN 


Is Looking for Anybody to Beat Wood- 
ruff—Disappointed by Higgins’s 
Slur on “ The Tag.” 


At a conference of Republican State lead- 
ers ut the State Committee headquarters, 
in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, yesterday, Gov. 
Odell declared that under no circumstances 
would he accept a rénomination. His an- 
nouncement was called forth by the sug- 
gestion of one of his friends and admirers 
that he ought to step into the breach, the 
leaders being unable to agree upon any 
other candidate. Talk of his candidacy, the 
Governor safa, was distasteful to him, and 
he hoped it would cease. 

The Governor's declination to permit the 
consideration of his name was the most im- 
portant outcome of a conference having for 
its object an agreement of the leaders as to 
the best man who could be selected as the 
head of the ticket. Being unable to fix 
upon any man whose candidacy would unite 
the factions and give fair assurance of suc- 
cess, it was decided by the leaders that 
the Gubernatorial nomination should be left 
open until the assembling of the delegates 
at Saratoga, where there will be a confer- 
ence of all of the leaders of the delega- 
tions. Unless the delegation leaders can 
come to an agreement which will meet with 
the inidorsement of the convention the can- 
didates will be allowed to go into the con- 
vetition and fight it out. 

The best information obtainable would 
Seem to indicate that the Republicans are 
very much at sea as to the make-up of their 
State ticket and that there is. a decided un- 
dercurrent of bitter feeling between the 
Odell men and the Platt men, notwithstand- 
ing their pretensions of harmony. There 
is little doubt“that the Platt men are sin- 
cerely for Woodruff and will push his can- 
didacy vigorously, and there is less doubt 
that Gov. Odell and his friends will never 
permit the nomination of Woodruff if they 
can prevent it. 

That Gov. Odell and his kitchen Cabinet 
had fixed upon Lieut. Gov. Higgins as the 
most available candidate to take up has 
been admitted by those close to the Govern- 
or, but a slight change came over their 
spirits when they read the statement given 
out by Mr. Higgins, in which he said, in 
effect, that he did not want a nomination 
with the Odell tag on it. The interpreta- 
tion put upon the Higgins statement is that 
he will not accept a nomination unless it 
comes to him by a unanimous-vote of the 
convention as a result of a party caucus. 

Gov. Odell and “The Tapeworm Club” 
were not flattered by that Lind of talk from 
their chosen favorite. They are still for 
him, however, because at present he is the 
only man to whom they can turn as a for- 
midable antagonist to Woodruff, but they 
are not so much for him as they were on 
Saturday last. In fact, it may be said 
that if they could find some “ dark horse ” 
who would answer all requirements and 
whom they could prevail upon the caucus 
to accept they might spring him at the 
eleventh hour. The fear thatya man se- 
lected in that way would wear’ “ the tag” 
in the eyes of the public, and consequently 
be loaded down with a fatal handicap, will 
be the restraining influence against any 
such course of action. 

There was some talk of Hamilton Fish 
in the conference yesterday, and the avall- 
ability of ex-Gov.

Republicans to Use Platt’s Fremont Glee

An original copy of “The Freeman's Glee 
Book,”. owned by Senator T. CG. Platt

VERMONT AND ARKANSAS. 

At the present writing the indications 
ave that the Republican majority in 
Vermont wil! be about 30,000. This is 
fully up to the average of the majorities 
obtained in the years in which the Re- 
publicans have been successful in elect- 
ing their candidate for President.

On the other hand, the fuller returns 
from Arkansas show a falling off of the 
Democratic vote in that State which is 
hardly to be accounted for wholly by 
local disaffection. It is probable that 
the so-called “ radicais’’ who were dis- 
appointed at the National Convention 
and whom Mr. Brrawn claimed to repre- 
sent have expressed their disappointment 
and resentment by staying at home. That 
would be likely to lead, in November, to 
their voting the Populist ticket. 

THE STRIKE AT MARSEILLES. 

Our Paris correspondent says that real 
alarm is felt in Government circles on ac- 
count of the shipping strike at Marseilles, 
and he emphasizes the prediction of the 
President of the Compagnie Géhérale 
Transatlantique that street disturbances 
were likely to break out during the week. 
Street disturbances, however, are trivial 
possibilities when compared with the 
probable commercial catastrophe which 
a prolongation of the strike or a victory 
of the strikers would seem to make in- 
evitable. 

In a circular issued by the shipowners 
and merchants of Marseilles it is stated, 
without the least exaggeration, that 
“ conventions signed subsequént to pre- 
vious strikes are continually violated. 
Sailors and dockers stop work for any 
trivial reason, and show a most absolute 
disdain for the laws and contracts which 
bind their masters.” In other words, the 
fetich of the sympathetic strike has so 
robbed these men of their manhood that 
the dictates of their leaders have sup- 
planted their old-time interest in the suc- 
cess of their employers’ enterprises, and 
in their own future. “ Every day,” con- 
tinues the circhlar, “ and at any time, the 
seamen or the taborers, terrorized, but 
obedient to a han@ful of leaders, create 
new incidents, raise further demands, 
and seek to impose their sovereign will 
upon every one.” 

This intolerable condition has existed 
for two years. Now, however, the owners 
have decided to lay up their vessels until 
every question between every owner and 
his employés shall be settled. The circu- 
lar also notes that the Government views 
the affair with indifference. The firm 
stand of the owners and the attitude of 
the Government are actually inspired by 
the desire to bring the strike to an end as 
soon as possible. But each method 
works to the undoing of the other. In 
the meantime, net only has the local 
‘shipping been tied up, but as late as Aug. 
27 twenty-five steamers which make 
Marseilles a port of cali had canceled 
their sailing, princfpally from Italian 
ports. A rumor has gone abroad that the 
wealthy Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany would shortly abandon Marseiites 
for Genoa. 

Genoa—that is the key to the whole sit- 
uation. It accounts for the boldness of 
the strikers, for the firmness of the own- 
ers, and for the indifference of the au- 
thorities, who are indifferent because 
they ‘hope that witheut their support the 
owners May cease to struggie. Genoa 
has Jong been a rival of Marseilles, and 
now that the Simplon Tunnel is nearing 
completion, and new railways between 
Grenoble and Turin, between Nice and 
Genoa are corittemplated, her position be- 
comes absolutely menacing. A prolonged 
strike at the French port or a continued 
state of uncertain and untrustworthy 
dock labor there would mean absolute 
and permanent ruin for Marseilles. With 
the tunnel open and nhew railways in op- 
eration, the products of Western and 
Central Bburope would certainly seek 
Genoa, where the Italian Government has 
‘provided against strikes on transport 
lines by ‘making strike leaders who re- 
‘fuse to arbitrate grievances amenable to 
‘the law of-conspiracy. 


THE OPEN SHOP AS A STRIKE PROD- 
UCcT. 

It is an interesting fact that the im- 
portant strikes of recent date have all 
resulted in establishing the open shop in 
the trades in which they have been 
brought. It was so in the clothing strike, 
it has been so in the meat strike, and 
it will probably be so in the bufiding 
strike if the natural course of events is 
not interfered with.

the open shop; but a great many 
others who are equally wise and pre- 
sumably as honest take the opposite 
ground and inajst that if the unions de- 
pend upon the co-operation of employers 
in denying employment to those not in 
their membership the whole movement is 
doomed to irrevocable ruin. We have 
already quoted a number of very repre- 
sentative labor leaders on this subject, 
and can add the views of Chief Stone of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, who during the past few days has 
been active in the discussion between the 
elevated employés and the management 
of the Interborough Company. In an ad- 
dress lately delivered at Fort Worth 
Mr. Stone, while standing as a firm 
believer in union labor and the right 
of laboring men to organize, declared 
with emphasis that when a union com- 
pels any. man to join it against his will it 
weakens itself and menaces its perma- 
nence. He said: 

On almost cvery road in the country we 
work side by side with men who do not 
belong to our orders. No man is forced to 
join us. We try to show him how he 
would be benefited by belonging to us, and 
where his interests are, but we never say 
to him to join us or you cannot earn an 
honest ‘iving by working here. I do not 
believe any man ever made a good member 
in any organization who was forced to join 
it egainst his will, for the chances are 
that when opportunity offers he will prove 
a trattor ani betray you. 

In promoting the open shop by ill-ad- 
vised and impracticable strikes it may be 
that labor is doing itself more good than 
it realizes. With the open shop and open 
markets labor would prosper as never be- 
fore and the industrial future of this 
country would be assured beyond com- 
petition. 

A NOVEL TRUST. 

We commend to the attention of the in- 
temperate advocates of total abstinence 
the account given in our columns on Sun- 
day, by our Consul at Nottingham, of 
the working of the Public House Trust in 
England. It is the organization the suc- 
cess of which suggested the starting of 
the Subway Tavern in this city, which 
the very earnest and well-meaning class 
referred to so sternly condemn. 

The prime purpose of the trust, as de- 
scribed by our Consul, is the “ public in- 
terest and not private interest.’”’ The es- 
sential rule of its administration is that 
the liquor it sells shall be of pure quality, 
and that the manager shall derive no 
profit from its sale. The trust has its 
associate organizations in every county 
in England but four, and in some of the 
counties of Ireland and Scotland, and is 
particularly strong in the latter country. 
In Engiand some 150 houses are under its 
management, and the number is steadily 
growing under the pressure of the de- 
mand from land owners, large manufact- 


/urers, and public opinion generally. The 


capital invested is at present above 
$1,500,000 and is in the way of being in- 
creased. The following is the statement 
by the trust association of its principles: 


The general arrangement and manage- 
trent of the house shall be on the lines of-a 
house of refreshment instead of a mere 
drinking bar. 

Food and a od -variety of non-intoxi- 
cant drinks shall be as easily accessible to 
customers as beer and spirits. 

The heensing laws enacted by Parliament 
for the regulation of public houses and the 
promotion of temperance shail be most 
strictly carried out in every particular. 

A holder of a license is in a sense a ser- 
vant of the public, and he must study the 
comfort, well-being, and health of his cus- 
tomers; his house must therefore be scru- 
pulously clean, and the rooms most used 
by the public must be comfortably ar- 
tanged, well warmed in Winter, and well 
ventilated. 

We think it may be assumed that a 
movement fostered by many of the most 
eminent and philanthropic of the leaders 
of opinion in England which has made 
such substantial progress is worthy of 
careful study and may prove to be 
worthy of adaptation to our own situa- 


tion. 
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EFFECTIVE CHILDREN’S CHARITIES. 

The death rate of this city for the past 
two months has been abnormaliy high. 
According to the records of the Health 
Department this is largely due to the ex- 
traordinary number of deaths among 
young children in the tenement quarters. 
It is believed by experienced physicians 
that much of the sickness among. the 
children is attributable to ignorance in 
matters of feeding and clothing, and to 
lack of food. 

The organized children's Summer char- 
ities have been energetic and effective in 
their efforts to prevent sickness among 
poor children, as well as to cure them. 
The Sick Chiléren’s Mission of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society has had ten physicians 
employed for this purpose since the‘first 
of June. A corps of trained nurses has 
assisted them, and has instructed the 
mothers with respect to feeding and 
Clothing, and the sanitary care of their 
homes. 

The Health Home of the society on the 
seashore at Coney Island has been taxed 
to its capacity in caring for sick infants, 
In many cases their condition is consid- 
ered hopeless in the city; but with sea 
air, proper food, and intelligent nursing 
they recover. Since July 1, 3,500 mothers 
and sick infants have enjoyed a week’s 
outing at this héalth-giving resort, while 
a weekly average of 350 poor mothers 
and delicate children were sent to spend 
a Gay there. 

At the Summer Home at Bath Beach, 
under the auspices of the Children’s Aid 
Society, about 3,600 children from the 
poorest homes in the tenement quarters 
of the city were sent to spend a week or 
longer enjoying the sen bathing and a 
variety of games and amusements. Here 
@ pretty cottage has been built specially 
for crippled children. About 200 of these

FOR’ BOSTON “PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Bronze Doors by French Shown at the 
_ Sehn Williams Foundry. 


Three double doors’ of bronze with six 
figurés in low frelief by Daniel C. French 
are’ on exhibition at the John Williams 
Foundry, Bleventh Avenue ‘and Twefity- 
seventh Street. They are the long-awaited 
doors for Boston's Public Library on Cop- 
ley Square.: Each of the six wings is éleven 
feet: high and six broad; those for the cen- 
tral portal indeed a trifle higher and broad- 
er; and each has been cast in a single piece. 
They have been placed as they will appear 
in Boston. Notwithstanding that ‘each 
weighs between 1,350 and 1,450 pounds they 
swing easily on their hinges, while ‘they 
Meet exactly when closed, showing that the 
molds of’sand in which they were cast must 
have been: very carefully measured. and 
handled. 

Seen through the mingled gaslight, sun- 
light, and forgelight of the foundry, where 
the smoke from red-hot crucibles and open 
hearths adds a tawny tint to the dust-laden 
air, these reliefs reveal. only a portion of 
their heauty, for in Boston they will have 
architectural baekground which will set 
eff the bronze with a harmony of tones that 
no temporary shop frame can imitate. But 
the .reliefs are so interesting that this will 
scarcely bé felt. Here are great’ doors not 
more than four inches thick tn those parts 
of the figures highest in relief and {n other 
places. but a half-inch. In each case their 
decoration isa single figure the size of life, 
floating unsupported like the figures one 
sees painted on the walls of Pompeian 
villas: Over each, on a classic tablet 
Wreathed with garlands of fléwer and leaf, 
Stands the idea which the allegorical figure 
represents, and those ideas, running from 
left to right, are as follows: Music, Poetry, 
Knowledge, Wisdom, Truth, and Romance 
or Inspiration. 

F legneoes is a nymph with thtee-quarters 

. se flowing robes reveal one shoul- 
der and a foot; she holds ou high in her 
left a sword and crown, and in her right 
& mask, while below her feet is the let- 
tering:

than either at chesse or tables.” ‘Truth 
Soars also without cloud or mountain peak 
to rest the bit of foot that shows below 
her voluminous drapery. This has slipped 
to her waist, and she turns a full face as 
She raises high a hand glass in her right 
and: a globe in her left. Her quotation 
runs: ‘Truth is the strength and the 
,Kkingdom and the power and the majesty 
of all ages." 

In her figured, embroidered robe the 
"muse of Wisdom floats along with a cadu- 
ceus in her right hand, the two snakes 
meeting over a sun-disk, from which rays 
of light stream out. In her left she holds 
aloft a goblet covered with a napkin, and 
~her “wise word” is after this fashion: 
“There is wisdom and spirit subtil clear 
and: loving what is good, pure, steadfast.” 
This is one of the wings of the central por- 
tal, and the other wing shows Knowledge 
as a man, his robe girt round his body 
below the arms, and one leg seen through 
the drapery. He is an elderly genius com- 
pared with the nymphs on the other panels. 
On his left shoulder he balances a big 
volume, and. on his right hand, thrust al- 
most straight upward, he displays a sphere 
atid ring, as if to indicate the planet 
Uranus. His motto reads: “ By knowledge 
shall the chambers be filled -with all pre- 
cious and pleasant riches.’”’ 

The remaining door shows Poetry . and 
Music, beth as floating nymphs in deli- 
cately wrought draperies. Poetry raises an 
antique lamp of two wicks, the smoke from 
which describes graceful curves. The left 
hand is also raised, but- holds nothing; 
perhaps the nymph has set free the two 
‘birds that fly above. Her text is: ‘ True 
‘poetry is like loadstone which both 
attracts the needle and supplies it with 
‘magnetic power.” ..Music leans the lyre 
‘against her hip, holding it in place with 
the left.hand, and_in. her right, }ifts high 
‘i a plectrum , with which she ‘has been 
Striking the goundigg.wire and, here's the 
slegend: “ Such sweet compulsion: does it 
music’ lie, to @uil the daughters of neces~ 
‘sity and keep unsteady Nature to her law.’ 

It is very notable. as a departure from 
bronze doors of this kind that each wing is 
not divided into compartments; nor is there 
a border. The whole door is treated as an 
unbroken canvas on which the figure. is 
painted in relief. Not even where two 
wings meet to form the closed door is there 
so much as a beading. The figures are 

‘conventionalized by the similarity. of their 
pose, by ‘their equal size and the swing of 
their draperiés, also by the repetition of the 
six tablets overhead bearing their names 
and the six fields of lettering below their 
feet. But what ‘will. interest lovers of 
‘sculpture most is the skill shown in fore- 
shortening the faces and figures, giving the 


i semblance of the round to things in very 


low relief, and passing from the merest. in- 
dication of a feature, a lock of hair, a fold 
of garment, to a saliency that only seems 
the round because of the art with which the 
sculptor has managed the delicate grada- 
tions. 

Great refinement and great sweetness will 
be found in these figures, and a very even 
handling throughout. It is difficult to have 
favorites; perhaps Music has the ,greatest 
portion of grace, the most attractive man- 
agement of draperies. As a rule these

Needy dramatists in search of a plot have 
resorted to filmy and unsubstantial expe- 
dients to separate their true lovers; but in 
“The Spellbinder,” at the Herald Square, 
Messrs. H. H. Winslow and Charles Dick- 
son have reached the limit of flimsiness. 
Grace would have loved Howard, madly 
and eternally, except for—a breath! 

To be sure, it was a potent breath—a 
veritable .searchlight of a breath! The 
Spellbinder had eaten onions to cure @ 
husky voice, got by much spelling of binds 
in the open air. And when he breathed 
out to Grace the long-pent secret of his 
heayt, it made her start away and turn 
pale. In reality she was very fond of How- 
ard, but he, seeing her leap from him 
like the frightened gazelle she was, cth- 
cluded that she did not and always, always, 
eould not love him, and so in turn he dis- 
sembled his own tender passion. False, 
fleeting Gracie, whom a breath could 
change! Foolish Howard for forgetting the 
onions! 

Grace never told her. grief, but tottered 
to the door, like patience abdicating her 
monument, and let concealment, like a 
worm in the bud, feed on her damask cheek. 
This was the climax of the first act, and 
the orchestra,.taking up (as orchestras 
will) the tremulous flutter of the heroine's 
emotions, so onion-permeated and so fen- 
der, played soft. music.

Theatregoers of a 
quarter of a century back will recall many 
popular native plays in which artificial de- 
vices and transparent violations of nature 
and probability passed for fine strokes of 
the theatre. Frequenters of modern stock 


company houses may see these jeces re- 
vived to-day. We could name su plays if 
we had the heart to point the finger of 
scorn at things which were good of their 
time, and therefore venerable. But we vent- 
ure fo say that nothing so flimsy, so ar 
ficial, and so factitious ever passed for ab- 
solutely American, or qneeeney anything 
else except shallow and absurd. To-day, 
when we are accustomed to the sincere and 
finely realized comedy of the leading Eng- 
lish playwrights, to say nothing of the ve 
res table work of a few Americans, suc 
a play as *“‘ The Spellbinder ”’ is little short 
of an insult to the intelligence of the play- 
going public. 

The subject of the play, it is true, is ab- 
solutely American,.and a metter of vital 
importance to all patriots and lovers of 
true dramatic ‘art—the struggles of an hon- 
est and high-minded politicia:: against the 
eynical dishonesty ef a party boss. All 
that is needed to make a true and moving 
comedy drama is to treat it sit.cerely and 
from the point of view of the life we all 
feel about us. It pleases the authors to 
treat it from the point of view of the stage, 
to fritter away a ereat opportunity in 
cheap devices for Cageovers a laugh. But it 
does not please the public, and the sooner 
cur playwrights and manigers learn that 
it does not the better for ali ccencerned. 

There were several capable ictors in the 
cast. Ralph Delmon needs only a possible 
part to prove his worth. At present he is 
shamefully wasted. Mr. Dickson, part cul- 
prit in writing the play, revealed. at mo- 
ments no little ability. Miss Townsend is 
not without charm and histrionic possibili- 
ties. But the less said avout treir present 
performances the better. No actor can 
redeem flat impossibility.

ANEURIN JONES DEAD. 


Served as Superintendent of Parks in 
This City and Brooklyn. 


Aneurin Jones, who had been a Superin- 
tendent of Parks in this city and in Brook- 
lyn, died yesterday at Los’ Angeles, Cal., 
in his eightieth year. He was a Welshman 
by birth and a landscape architect by pro- 
fession, His action in cutting down a num- 
ber of handsome trees in Central Park in 
1883 while he was Superintendent of the 
New York Park Department aroused public 
indignation, and there was a general de- 
mand for his resignation. He explained 
that he had the trees cut down to open a 
vista. behind the Spa.\. He was removed 
from office in May, 1885. 

Mr. Jones again came in for much criti- 
cism after his appointment as Superintend- 
ent of Brooklyn parks. By his order artists 
were forbidden to sketch in Prospect Park, 
as it was alleged that they trampled down 
the grass and otherwise injured the park. 
Mr. Jones continued making “ vistas” by 
cutting down some of the finest trees in 
Prospect Park. Vigorous public protest 
was made by artists all over the country 
and his resignation was demanded by Park 
Commissioner Brower. 

The climax to Mr. Jones’s troubles came 
when he .was appointed under the Van 
Wyck administration to the newly created 
otfice of chief engineer of boulevards and 
drives for the Boroughs of Brooklyn and 
Queens. Mr. Brower was serving as Park 
Commissioner. A disagreement arose be- 
tween the two men over a gravel contract, 
and Jones was removed from office in Octo- 
ber, 1899, 


Major Henry Seton.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 6.—Major Henry Se- 
ton of New York, a United States Army 
veteran of the civil and Spanish-American 
wars, a noted Indian fighter with Gen. 
Crook, and a grandson of Mother Elizabeth 
Ann Bayly Seton, the founder of the Sisters 


of Charity in the United States, died here 
to-day. 


Major Seton came of a prominent family 
on both his mother’s and father’s side. His 
while stationed in Arizona, and upon com- 
ing East he fell a victim to tuberculosis. 

Major Seton came of preminent family on

Major Seton was 
educated in Austria, and after finishing his 
schooling he entered the Austrian Army, in 
which he was advanced to a Lieutenancy.

L 4 IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 


"Pure Food Laboratory Established 
at Appraisers’ Stores. 


Will Expedite Examination of Suspected 
Importations—Dr. Wiley on 
Scotch Whisky. 


Dr. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try of the Agricultural Department, with 
three chemists arrived in New York ye- 
terday to establish the pure food laboratory 
in the Appraisers’ Stores, in which samples 
of all the foods, beverages, and condiments 
imported are to be examined to determine 
whether or not they come up to the stand- 
ard set by the pure food laws. A room has 
been set aside for the laboratory on the 
“oxgy floor of the Appraisers’ Stores Build- 
ng. 

R. L. Doolittle, who has been State Chem- 
ist of Michigan, will have charge, and his 
assistants will be L. M. Tolman and J. Og- 
den. The laboratory will be in full opera- 
tion by the end of the week. The purpose 
of the establishment of the laboratory here 
is to reduce the time required for the ex- 
amination of imported food products. Up 
till now the samples have been sent to 
Washington for examination. 

One result of the establishment of the 
laboratory will probably be a very great 
decrease in the importation of Scotch whis- 
kies. Dr. Wiley declared yesterday that in 
his opinion a very large proportion of the 
whiskies imported is compounded from 
neutral epirite, with a little creosote added 
to give them the characteristic smoky fila- 


vor. Special attention will probably be de- 
voted to this branch for a while. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Compounded Perfumes Must Pay Duty— 
Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser McClelland the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday over- 
ruled a protest by Euler & Robeson of New 
York against the assessment of 25 per cent. 
duty as a combination of essential oils on 


goods described as ‘“enfleurage pomade 
muguet,”” claiming free entry for it as an 
“‘enfleurage pomade,”’ the product of the 
lily of the valley. It was admitted by the 
importers, however, that it was a combina- 
tion of the product of several flowers with 
an essential oil. 

Protests overruled yesterday were by G. 
N. Sheldon & Co., Chicago, and Smith, 
Worthington & Co., and Camache, Roldon, 
& Van Sickel, New York. A protest by 
Fung Hong, San Francisco, was sustained, 
and protests by Levi Strauss & Co., San 
Francisco, and Richard H. Ewart and Al- 
= epee. New York, were partly sus- 
ained. 


Alfred W. Cochran Resigns. 


It was announced yesterday that Alfred 
W. Cochran, who for the last two years 
has been law clerk to the Board of United 
States General Appraisers, had resigned 
his position. His successor has not yet been 
selected. Mr. Cochran is a son-in-law of 
Senator Pugh of Alabama. 


General Appraisers Back. 
Judge Byron 8. Waite, President of the

Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 
1@1 1-4. 


Prices Rise Genera!iy Upon a Busy Mar- 
ket—The Day’s Newe Mixed, but 
Good News Prevails. 


The stock market met general expecta- 
tions yesterday under some conditions 
which would have warranted disappoint- 
ment to advocates of higher prices. Ref- 
erence is not made to anything which 
happened over the holidays, for nothing 
disturbing occurred in them. Upon the 
contrary, what signified most—crop con- 
ditions—were and are such that the pro- 
duce market was soft, and the cotton 
market was easy as well. Moreover, the 
weekly crop report was most encourag- 
ing where the outlook is weakest, and 
declared the corn condition ‘“ satisfac- 
tory.”” On the other hand, London was @ 
free seller with concessions, Colorade 
and Southern passed its preferred divi- 
dend, and & cut was announced in steel 
plates drastic enough, it would seem, to } 
have other results than stimulate hesi- 
tating buyers. ! At this rate some sellers 
soon will be as inactive as their cus- 
tomers have been. The day’s reports of 
earnings were inconclusive. Good omnes 
prevailed, but they affected prices hard- 
ly more or differently than the bad ones. 
Norfolk and Western, for example, rose 
upon its poor report, while St. Louis and 
Southwestern fell upon its good report. 
Metropolitan was the only active stock 
which acted logically, and yielded under 
news affecting intrinsic values. 

Nevertheless it would not be fair to 
compare the strength of the market to | 


the strength of Russian securities fol- | 
lowing Kuropatkin’s masterly retreat 
and strategic defeat of his pursuers. 
There are substantial reasons for the 
market’s strength, and the best of them 
is the absorption of stocks. For a long 
time the conundrum has been: Who are 
the buyers? Sooner or later the conun- 
drum will be: Who are the sellers?—that 
is to ‘say, Who is taking profits? At 
present the eyes of the majority are fixed 
not on the profits of the moment but 
on profits which shall make present 
prices seem moderate when farmers 
begin to spend the proceeds of the crops 
tney are harvesting. There are not 
enough of a contrary way of thinking 
to bring the’ market to a check by their 
sales, but the supply was large enough 
to carry the day’s business up nearly to 
850,000 shares. Reading was most in 
demand, with brand new stories to ac- 
count for a non-dividend payer selling 
above those paying and likely to pay 
better returns as an investment proposi- 
tion, The Padifics were a good second 
in both activity and strength, and even 
stocks showed no weakness 
under conditions trying to their friends. 
Both Steel common and preferred closed 
pelow the day’s best, but neither of 
them scored a loss over their last prices 
of the week before. 

The bond market enjoyed a volume 
which would have been thought full 
except by comparison with the swollen 
totals of last week. However, no infer- 
ence adverse to the investment outlook 
ean be drawn from a comparative inac- 
tivity in the speculative issues, Although 
less was doing in them, Consolidated 
Tobacco 4s and Wabash Bs still domi- 
nated the list. Sterling exchange was 
weaker, affording further reason for the 
shrinking, although ample surplus need 
give no great anxiety.

BUILDING TRADES WAR © 
APPARENTLY NEAR END 


Overtures Have Been Made Al 
ready, the Builders Admit. 


ADVANCES MADE BY UNIONS 


| 
| arbitration Plan Drawn Up—Employes 
Instructed to Seek Conference with 
the Trade Associations. 


The air in the neighborhood of the Build- 
ing Trades Club was full yesterday of 
rumors of an approaching end of the build- 
ing troubles. The officers of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association were not 
willing to admit that definite plans had 
been proposed by any of the unions, but 
admitted that attempts had been made to 
sound the Emergency Committee on the 
subject. 

The overtures are coming from the unions. 
The first definite step in the way of a plan 
of settlement was taken by the Building 
Trades Alliance yesterday evening. The 
men who were locked out on buildings 
where there were no strikes, because strikes 
of members of their unions were ordered 


on other buildings, are talking of re- 
volt, as they consider that they are in an 
unfair position. This has led the Alliance 
to make a serious attempt to end the 
trouble without delay. To this end a com- 
mittee consisting of one member belonging 
to each trade in the Alliance met yesterday 
morning at Breyoort Hall and drew up 2 
plan of arbitration which is in some re- 
spects a modification of the arbitration 
agreement. 

The plan was indorsed at a meeting of 
the alliance yesterday evening, and it was 
€ecided that the committee should try_to- 
day to arrange a conference with r ne 
sentatives of the individual trade associa- 
tions of employers and submit the plan of 
arbitration, 

The bricklayers’ unions have asked the 
employers to arbitrate the dispute, and an 
\independent movement has been started by 
the marb.e industry men te bring about 
peace so far as the marble workers’ unions 
are concerned. A meeting of _representa- 
tives of the marble industry and the Marble 
Industry Employers’ Association was held 
at the Building Trades Club_ yesterday. 
Nothing was given cut as to the result of 
the meeting. Other conferences are to be 


held. 

It is believed that the Building Trades 
Alliance will. not force itself as a body 
into any negotiations for peace that may 
be brought about. ‘he Employers’ Asso- 
ciation, too, has gone so meme on record 
as refusing to recognize the alliance in the 
presets uarrel that the alliance itself will 

* kept ‘n the background. 

The officers of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion seemed to think yesterday that the 
Alliance may try indirectly to commit the 
association to recognition of the Alliance. 
Lewis Harding, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the association, said last 
evening: 

“Until some definite proposition that we 
can consider comes before us we will not 
consider the question of conferences.”’ 

Mr. Harding said that Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union No. 3 could not possibly be con- 
sidered in any settlement. The new_union 
of electrical workers was, he said, the 
only one that the employers would recog- 
nize, and all electrical workers who wanted 
employment must join that union. The 
same condition applied to the plumbers, 
whose National union was supplying men 
from a new union which it had formed. A 
new union of plasterers had also been 
formed, but it was possible that matters 
might be adjusted in the case of the plas- 
terers. He added: 

* Before anything could be done in the 
way of peace conferences we would require 
an absolute surrender on the part of such 
unions as have violated the arbitration 
agreement.” 


BRIBE FOR LUNACY_-DOCTOR. 


Commissioner Stack Tells of Offer to 
Declare Cannon Insane. 


Dr. Joseph F, Stack of Hoboken, one of 
the three Commissioners in Lunacy in the 
case of Lawyer Charles K. Cannon, who 
was recently sentenced to fifteen years in 
prison, and whose relatives have alleged 
that he is insane, said yesterday that while 


the inquiry into the lawyer’s mental condi- 
tion was in progress some one offered him 
$5.000 to find that Cannon was insane, 

He repudiated the offer, he said. He 
gathered from the fact of the tender .a 
conclusion that improper means were being 
taken to get Cannon out of prison and place 
him in an asylum. Dr. Stack, when asked 
for the name of the person who made the 
offer, said he Jid not think it advisable 
and timely to disclose the name at present, 
as it would probably be a matter of judicial 
inquiry. Dr. Stack said he would probably 
acquaint Chancellor’ Magie with all the 
facts and be guided by the advice of that 
official. 

Dr. Stack also saiti he was almost certair 
that one of the witnesses had committed 
perjury. He declined to give the name of 
the witaess or to go into details until he 
had inquired into the matter thoroughly. 

Prosecutor Speer is said tc be in posses- 
sion of Dr. Stack's statement. Dr. Stack’s 
two associates said that, in their opinion, 
Cannon was insane.

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Second World Arbitration Confer- 
ence May Be Sought. 


WOULD HAVE AMERICA CALL IT 


Austrian Delegate Believes Arbitration 
Treaty Between Japan and Russia 
Would Have Prevented War. 


The Interparliamentary Union, aimost 200 
strong, was the guest of the United States 
yesterday for the first time, the occasion 
being a trip to the Military Academy at 
West Point. 

The members of the union, representing 
nearly all countries, save Russia and Spain, 
have heen gathering in New York for two 
weeks past, prior to starting for St. Louis, 
as the guests of the Nation where it will 
hold its eighteenth annual conference. 

At the forthcoming conference in St. 
Louis it is believed that a resolution will 
be adopted calling upon President Roose- 
velt or his successor to take the initiative 
in the assembling of a second international 
arbitration congress, similar to that held 
at The Hague. There is little doubt, ac- 
cording to the members of the congress, 
that the resolution will pass, and less room 
for questioning the probable recognition of 
the call by the nations of the earth in 
the event of its issuance. 

Horace A, Taylor, First Assistant Secre- 
wary of the Treasury, as the direct spokes- 
man of the American Government, extend- 
ed the welcome to the United States on 
behalf of the President. The revenue cut- 
ters Gresham and Mohawk, escorted by the 
cruiser Topeka, carried the visitors up the 
Hudson to the Military Academy, where 
Gen. Mills, the commandant, received them, 

Numbered among the members of the 
union are many who, in their youth, wore 
the uniforms of their country. That their 
soldierly training has not yet been forgot- 
ten by them, despite their advocacy of the 
cause of peace, was demonstrated when the 
cadets, at the conclusion of the reception 
tendered in Memorial Hall by Gen. Mills 
and his officers, turned out in review. 
When the parade was over there was a 
burst of apoieuse. 

W. Randall Cremer, M. P., Secretary of 
the English group of the union, declared 
as the cadets disappeared from view: 

‘“‘T have seen the most perfect piece of 
human mechanism the world knows to- 
day. I cannot help but admire it, and yet 
there,is mingled an element of sadness in 
my admiration. As one opposed to war I 
cannot approve of such develoment of the 
destructive forces.”’ 

The members of the union gathered at 8 
o’clock at the Bottoy and were taken to 
the Gresham and Mohawk by the smaller 
cutters, the Calumet and Hudson. Assist- 
ant Secretary Taylor was hust aboard the 
Mohawk and Congressman Bartholdt was 
in charge aboard the Gresham,

**I knew the two gentlemen would be anx- 
jous to make the trip to West Point,” said 
Congressman Bartholdt, “‘so I saw to it 
that they should be kidnapped.”’ 

Half of the journey had been covered 
when the Topeka, running ahead, dressed 
ship and awaited the cutters. As _ the 
Gresham and Mohawk steamed past and 
the foreigners were greeted with the flut- 
tering colors of their countries, silhouetted 
against the Palisades, they lined up along 
the rail and stood for a moment in silent 
admiration. Suddenly the Chevalier Wladi- 
mir de Grievosz d’Olexow of Austria, ex- 
Captain of Dragoons and member of the 
Austrian Court, broke the spell. 

“Three cheers for the United States 
Navy,” he shouted, and they were given 
with hearty good-will. 

At West Point Gen. said in his 
official welcome: 

“We are -nilitary 
hearty accord with 
animate your union.”’ 

Congressman Bartholdt then extended a 
welcome to America on behalf of Congress. 

M. Cochery of the French House of Depu- 
ties, replied to the addresses of welcome on 
behalf of the visitors. He rejoiced, he de- 
clared, in the growing sentiment in favor 
of peace. He reminded his hearers, how- 
ever, that once, in time of war, France had 
been an ally of the United States, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the friendly relations 
of the two countries would be continued un- 
til the end of time. 

The members of the Interparliamentary 
Union will leave on two special trains this 
morning for Philadelphia, from the Grand 
Central Station. They will reach that city 
at 11:50 o’clock this morning, and will be 
entertained there, leaving at 9 o'clock to- 
night for Pittsburg. Thursday will be spent 
at Pittsburg, and St. Louis will be reached 
the’ following morning.

MOODY VISITS THE PRESIDENT. 


Congressman Smith Says Conventions 
Will Clear Atmosphere. 

OYSTER BAY, L. L., Sept. 6—Attorney

At luncheon the President entertained, in 
addition to Attorney General Moody, Con- 
gressman George J. Smith of the Twenty- 
fourth New York District, in which vudge 
Parker resides. 

‘By invitation of the President,” said 
Mr, Smith, later, ‘‘I came kere to consider 
the situation in my cwn district. That is 
the district, you know, in which Judge 
Parker resides. It is normally Republican 
by several thousand majority. I am thor- 
oughly familiar with the district, having 
visited recently every county in it except 
Schoharie, and I can discover no indications 
of unusual political change. I am confi- 
dent that we shall carry it by a substan- 
tial majority. Our Democratic friends are 
entertaining hopes of eccomplishing some- 
thing in the -listrict through the personal 
influence of Judge Parker, but I believe 
they are doomed to discppointment, 

‘The political atmosphere will clear, 

robably, after the State Conventions have 
Coon held I haven’t the slightest idea 
what the Republican State Convention may 
do. The whole situation as to candidates 
is in the air. I dined with Gov. Odell last 
Thursday night, and, in response to my in- 
quiry,’ he said that he knew no more about 
who the Gubernatorial candidate would he 
than I, and that absolutely no programme 
had been arranged.”’ ‘

NO SPECTACULAR CAMPAIGN.

Chairman Cortelyou returned yesterday

evening he will leave New York for Chi- 
cago. A meeting of the National Executive 
Committee was held yesterday and was at- 
tended by all the members attached to 
Eastern headquarters.

) reports from the Tenement, Health, Fire, 


and Building Departments, all of whom, he 
Says, are in a measure responsible for the 
conditions found at 1#4 Attorney Street. 

“ The District Attorney will aid me in my 
ir vestigation,” said the Coroner yesterday. 
“T have visited the building and found that 
the fire escapes were not bolted to the 
walls, and that they were held in place by 
mortar instead of cement, as is now the 
custom. It stood to reason that they would 
stand no unusual strain. I have also had 
a talk with a fire escape manufacturer, 
who tells me that this same condition ex- 
ists in many parts of the city, and that the 
accident might happen again at any time.” 

According to a report filed with Superin- 
pper yesteraay by 
an Inspector named Michael Doyle, it ap- 
pears that the department knew all about 
the violations of the building law being 
committed at the Attorney Street house, 
but the matter was allowed to’ go on with- 
out dny action being taken.
